From the lowest economic classes to the most 
prominent, all say that Spain is the most orderly and 
tranquil nation. Older people, remembering the civil 
war, consider any alteratiop in public order as impossible. 
The general question, "What will happen when FRANCO dies," 
is answered by these people that only the head of the 
government would change, but the establishment would remain

Unquestionably, Spain has the best police in 

Europe at prdsent , but since ther e are Socialist s^ who

Agriculture has not developed along with industry 
in Spain, due mainly to primitive methods used in cultivating 
the land. Spain lacks agricultural machinery, silos, and 
proper refrigerating apparatus. If this is Ridded to the 
“A disproportionate consumption caused by the* rou*ist invasion, 
which is equal annually to 50% of the Spanish population, 
it becomes necessary to import massive amounts of food, 

with the resulting .shrinking of^Torelgn exchangen, 


Since the government is sponsoring industrial 
development in Spain, they must import machinery (either 
rebuilt or new), and this causes an imbalance of payments. 
Since this plan has to continue for five years, the govern- 
ment is trying very hard to keep a proper balance of payments. 
This year they expected a deficit of one hundred million 
dollars; nevertheless, with the income from tourism, even 
the pessimists expect a deficit of only thirty million, and 
there may even be no deficit at all. 
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Spain is making desperate efforts to deal with 
the Common Market, but she is always opposed, especially 
by Italy, which is fighting the sale of citrus products. 
Through the opposition of the Socialists in Belgium, 

Frftnce , find Italy, Spain will not be able to enter the 
Common Market until FRANCO is no longer governing, and 
thry will not even be able to obtain preferential treatment, 
as Turkey does.

A number of years ago, the Spanish Government began 
to build apartment buildings for workers, at low rents. In 
spite of the fact that the rents are very low ($ 8.00 a month), 
the workers who live in them complaintthat the construction 
is very poor and there is a great deal of dampness. Criticism 
of everything is an old Spanish custom. 

For the same purpose, until recently, the government 
has been helping builders with 30% of the cost as a "loss fund," 
with the condition that these apartments could not be sold 
at higher prices than those fixed by the government. It 
should be noted that moderate prices were established, and 
there was no bribery. 


There has be en-a ^trem©ndous^ volume — of building 4o- 

Madrid, in spite of th© paper work required and the high 
cost of land. For fear of inflation and devaluation of 
the peseta, the government temporarily suspended help to 
the builders, but since it is a lucrative business, and 
the apartments and homes are sold before building i© begun 5 
even without long-term credit, with 50% paid before occupahcy, 
and the remainder in years, the builders continue demolishing 
old houses and building new ones. 
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The banks discount dotes up to 18 months, and 
there is a dangerous business going on. Friends sign 
notes for each other to make loans, and they are 
discounted in different banks. Presumably the banks 
know about this, and they may even support this activity. 


The amount of selling in Madrid makes one ask 
how the stores can be so full, considering the small 
salaries of most people. The answer is that the 
Spaniard sp e nds 6 0% of his inc o m e on food and d r ink s -

The salaries of sales people in stbres are about 

3.000 pesetas a month ($50.00). Taxi drivers earn about 
90 pesetas a day ($1.50). Nevertheless, the salaries ■ 
of private chauffeurs are 6 P 000 pesetas a month ($100*00<,) 
To this must be added the social benefits ordered by the 
government, which go up to 26 % of the salary. 

The price for buying apartments wavers between 

1 . 500.000 pesetas ($25,000.00) to 4,000,000 pesetas 
($66,000.00), and the odd thing is that without long 

term credit, it must be paid in three years. 

V The apartments fojc workers, aside from those 
built by the government, are sold on easier terms, and 
the price! are lower, because the government helps out. 
Payment terms run to ten years , because the workers 

organ iz&t ions (retirement- funds —and— b a n ks) will -give - 

credit for the purchase. 

People who rent furnished apartments for the 
middle classes must pay from $150.00 a month, to $500.00 
furnished.

A representative of the inspection. Department of the 
Mexican Department of Immigration, Mexico city, waB sent to 
Yucatan and Quintana Roo, Mexico, in January, 1966 , to Investi- 
gate a complaint alleging that Cuban fishermen who arrived in 
Mexican ports in this area were annoying American tourists as 
well as the local inhabitants. 

The investigation disclosed that in late January, 
1966, there were approximately 32 Cuban fishing boats at Isla 
Mujeres, a Mexican Island off the coast of Quintana Roo. Since 
the crew of these boats varies from eight to twelve persons and 
at least half of the crew comes ashore when these boats arrive, 
there are often between 200 and 300 Cuban seamen ashore on Isla 
Mujeres at the same time. Since tne population of Isla Mujeres 
is very small, it is almost inevitable that incidents occur. 

The Cuban seamen are usually dirty and poorly dressed 
and make remarks to both the local women and the women tourists 
who visit the island. 


The investigation disclosed that various prominent 
residents on the island, including hotel operators, business- 
men, and government authorities, have divided opinions con- 
cerning the visits of so many Cuban seamen.

- 2 - 
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GUANTANAMO: A BASE AND A POLICY 
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GUANTANAMO BAY A Cuba 


Under the massive range of the Sierra Maestra Mountains, where Fidel Castro cre- 
ated his revolutionary rural base of operations almost a decade ago, the United States 
continues to hold an important toehold on the island of Cuba. The 45 square miles which 
make up the U. S. Naval Base at Guantanamo may serve, in the future, as an important 
political beachhead for the recovery of Cuba for the forces of freedom. 


Gitmo, as this base is known to the Navy, is an important politico -military card in the 
hand of the United States. But the U. S. is not playing any political or military games 
here at this time. Absolute correctness, within terms of the treaty signed in 1903, is the 
national policy in force. Every effort is made to avoid incidents and to refrain from what 
might be construed as provocative action. Guantanamo Bay is being used in its tradition- 
al role as a fleet training area for the U. S. Atlantic Fleet. Deep water in the huge bay ! 
and right offshore enable American warships to exercise almost as soon as they pull 
away from their piers or weigh anchor. Located on the southeast coast of Cuba, Guantana- 
mo is not on the primary shipping lanes used by Red bloc vessels --most of which follow \ 
the northern coast to Havana. 


Guantanamo could be very useful to United States or Inter -American forces in the event 
of fresh communist activity in the Dominican Republic this summer or as a staging area j 
for peace-keeping forces that might be dispatched to Haiti in the event of unrest in that vl 
turbulent next-door neighbor of the Dominican Republic. It seems, however, that use of 
Gitmo as a marshaling area is out of the question unless there is a drastic change in U. S. 
government policy. When the communist -led rebellion flamed in Santo Domingo last 
spring, Guantanamo was not used by American forces involved and refugees were taken 
to Puerto Rico, not Gitmo. Indeed naval vessels of friendly foreign governments are not 
received at Guantanamo these days, though the U. S. continues to respect a treaty pro- 
vision that foreign merchantmen bound for Cuba may proceed into the inner bay that con- 
stitutes Cuban waters. This means that Red bloc shipping is allowed to pass through the 
waters of the naval base to the sugar port of Boqueron, Cuba. /$?*_. j ^ £ j q Td>d ; 


The absolute strictness with which the ,4ftO^Hjrdaty 
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therefore, are circumscribed by considerations of national pblicy. It is from U. S. 
South Atlantic ports and Roosevelt Roads, Puerto Rico --not from Guantanamo - -that 
naval task forces would be supported in the event of emergencies this summer. 


Nevertheless, the symbolic importance of Guantanamo is enormous. Gitmo stands for 
the commitment of U. S. power in the Caribbean. If Fidel Castro could shove the United 
States out of the Guantanamo Naval Base, he would score a political triumph that would 
undermine the credibility of American strength and resolution throughout the Latin 
American world. Because of this fact, there is an ever-present danger of communist 
surprise attack on the base and a consequent need for the greatest vigilance on the part of 
U. S. defending forces. 


The possibility of a Cuban attack on Gitmo may be dim, according to some calculations. 
Some observers reckon that the Soviets would veto any plans Castro might have for such 
an attack, out of fear of a confrontation involving nuclear weapons. Much as the Soviets 
want the U. S. to be removed from Guantanamo, they surely realize that an attack on the 
base would lead to a major reaction by the United States. 

On the other hand, serious questions arise from the military measures Castro's 
regime has taken along the 17 -mile fence line that forms the boundary of the base. Riding 
along the perimeter, I could see that the Cubans have installed many new pillboxes and 
trench positions. They have had heavy machinery at work clearing cactus and shrub palm 
in a wide strip around the base. What is the purpose of these costly activities at a time 
when Cuba is in a desperate economic condition? Certainly, Castro knows that the U. S. 
does not intend to attack from Guantanamo. Even if the U. S. currently had a design for 
recapturing the island, it would not begin a campaign in Oriente Province, which is the 
end of nowhere in Cuba. 


Some observers regard the Castroite military measures either as a form of psycho- 
logical warfare directed at the United States, or as activities carried out for home con- 
sumption --to give the Cuban people a beleaguered feeling. But if this is all part of a war 
of nerves, it is a very expensive operation for a poor country- -and the rewards for such 
warfare seem almost non-existent. 

Some Cuban refugee elements arriving in Miami believe that Castro, in a fit of des- 
peration or in danger of being overthrown by powerful rivals within the Cuban regime, 
actually might order an attack on Guantanamo as a final suicidal act. It is against such 
a contingency that the U. S. must be prepared. Fortunately, the U. S. preparations seem 
very thorough. 


Aside from men attached to the Marine barracks at Gitmo, sailors are organized in 
emergency defense forces and a hard-core defending force is provided by a battalion of 
Marines on rotation from Camp Lejeune, N. C. , for four months at a time. These 
Marine defending forces have heavy tanks and artillery. They have myriad defense po- 
sitions throughout the hills on the base; a system of watchtowers and minefields provide 
added warning and protection. The ships that conduct training exercises at Gitmo are a 
key element in the defense of the base. In the event of an attack, fire support from the 
guns of these ships would back up the Marines. 

It would be the task of the Marine defenders and the fire support ships to hold off the 
attackers until Marine reinforcements could be flown from North Carolina bases. A 
Strategic area, which would require especially determined defense, would be the jet air- 
field on the leeward side of the base. In terms of the overall defense of Guantanamo, the 


most unfortunate feature '*s the separation of the base into,»wo parts by the bay which 
runs deep into Cuban territory. 

At the moment, Castro is not harassing base personnel. There haven't been any 
recent incidents involving Cuban militiamen throwing rocks at Marine guards. But the 
Cubans man their pillboxes periodically and a helicopter flight along the fence line re- 
veals the barracks the Cubans have built for their troops. The principal instrument of 
harassment in the past was the cutting off of the water supply from Cuban territory. The 
installation of a $10 million plant for desalting ocean water now gives the base self- 
sufficiency in its water supply. 

Such is the current situation at Guantanamo. Policy for this base is shaped in terms 
of the overall strategic situation facing the United States, not only in the Caribbean but 
around the globe. We have, in short, a minimum commitment in Cuba- -the maintenance 
of the Guantanamo base against political or military assault. This minimum commit- 
ment may be the only feasible posture at a time when our trained and ready ground forces 
are almost completely engaged in the Far East. However, Cuba remains a festering sore 
in this hemisphere and the time surely will come when corrective action will be needed. 

Part of the tragedy of Cuba is that we think in terms of deterrents to further Castroite 
military aggression, but register a blank when it comes to politico -military determinants. 
U. S. policy toward Cuba is essentially negative, whereas the communists have positive 
goals. The Tri-Continental Conference held in Havana in January, which was attended by 
delegates from 86 countries, drafted plans for forcing communist rule on the rest of the 
Latin world. As early as the 16th century, Cuba was the island base from which the 
Spanish set out to conquer Central and South America and Castro and the communists are 
well aware of the strategic value of his island bastion. 

The United States, for its part, must prove its credibility --in terms of national power 
and effectiveness --by positive action against Cuban communism. The mere possession of 
Guantanamo will not continue to have great weight in the thinking of Latin nations if they 
see that we intend to do nothing with our toehold in Cuba, if they judge that Guantanamo 
has been neutralized except as a training facility for naval vessels. Great military and 
naval bases are those that are understood to be bases for offensive action. Okinawa, in 
the Pacific, is regarded as such by the Chinese communists. 

The principal deficiency in our country's Caribbean posture is a lack of understanding 
of the opportunities for political warfare. Indeed this is a global deficiency, with Viet 
Nam being the one spot where an understanding of the inter -action of political and mili- 
tary operations is being developed. 

Ideally, the U. S. should be carrying out political warfare in eastern Cuba, while the 
armed forces stand firm in Guantanamo. Castro's revolution began in Oriente Province 
and its failure shows up there in glaring fashion. The Fidelista movement, aside from 
its communist component, was built around a conflict between the impoverished country- 
side and metropolitan Havana. But the Castro revolution has been a failure in the coun- 
tryside. The sugarfield workers are worse off than before the revolution. One has only 
to look across the Guantanamo fence line at the little sugar port nearby and see tb^xcrude 
shacks and outhouses that characterize rural Cuba after seven years of revolutionary 
rule. If the United States had given adequate stress to the cold war education of theS^N^ 
American people and responsible officials, the time our country has had would have been 
used constructively to weaken the Castro regime and prepare the way for a successor 


government that would want to be a good neighbor of the U. S. Unfortunately, far too 
many Americans in and out of Washington think of the cold war struggle in narrow, 
separated categories. 

The Marines manning defensive positions along the Guantanamo fence line understand 
what to do if Castro's militiamen launch an attack against the base. There is no question 
but that our navy destroyers would respond promptly to lob shells at an attacker or that 
airlift planes would have the first reinforcements on the base within six hours. But all 
these actions are limited and defensive and do not belong to the class of actions designed 
to exploit our national opportunities for adding to the security of the United States and to 
the security of our good neighbors in Latin America. 

j A policy of rigid diplomatic correctness and military firmness in defending small, 
well-defined areas can be justified for certain periods and under certain conditions, 

i Ultimately, however, the United States must master and employ the political warfare 

that is the only answer to communism's ability to leapfrog fences and national boundaries 
and create subversive conflicts inside nations such as the Dominican Republic. Unless 
the U. S. gains this counter-revolutionary capacity in political warfare, a base such as 
Guantanamo will lose much of its utility and symbolic value.

Hog Purchase Failure 

Her husband first obtained a Letter of Credit on 
the Cuban Government, which she thought was for about two 
or three hundred thousand dollars, but she did not know 
the amount for sure. The money represented by this Letter 
of Credit was to be used in the purchase and shipment of 
hogs to Cuba. She staled her husband became obligated for 
the purchase of approximately 2,000 hogs, after which he 
was denied permission by the United States Department of 
Commerce to ship the hogs to Cuba. His time then ran out, 
the Letter of Credit was revoked, and he lost all the money 
they had saved. 

Arrival in Cuba

Cuban Intelligence Matters

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Ten Dancers in Cuban Ballet 
Defect, Ask Asylum in Paris 


By Edward Hotaling 

PARIS, Nov. 6.— Ten dancers 
skipped away from the Cuban 
National Ballet this weekend and 
asked for political asylum in 
Prance because of “the arbitrary I 
persecution which has developed 
in our country.” 1 

It was the largest group of 
artists to defect here in recent 
years. It was also an embarrassing 
blow to the Havana government, 
which had given the successful 
company a proud sendoff when it 
left to open in the prestigious 
Fourth International Dance Festi- 
val here last Wednesday. 

While ambassadors and ministers 
turned out to watch prima balle- 
rina Alicia Alonzo and the 72- 
ntmber company at the Th^&tre 
das Ghamps-Elysges, the ten young 
rrjen— including one of the com- 
pany's stars, Eduardo Recal— were 
plotting their own unscheduled 
number behind the scenes. 

From Wednesday through yester- 
day, they slipped away in small 
groups from the Hotel Palais 
d'Orsay, where the Moteseyev Bal- 
let from the Soviet Union is also 
staying. 

One of their representatives ap- 
peared Friday morning at the 
Foreign Ministry, a few doors 
away from their hotel along the 
Seine, and formally applied for 
asylum for the group,

In fact, they were replacements, 
as must have been noticed by the 
group of Cuban embassy function- 
aries who surveyed the orchestra 
and stage. The Cuban ambassador 
himself was sitting near the stage, 
with his arms folded. 

The show went on, but by yes- 
terday morning the other dancers 
had also disappeared. The French 
police announced they had been 
given 15 days’ provisional asylum 
pending a final government deci- 
sion, which is expected to be in 
their favor. 

The defectors released thlssta' 
ment to the press: J 

”... We are not opposed to t|e 
revolutionary action of the present 
regime. 

“But we deplore the arbitrary 
persecution which has developed in 
our country— contrary to the very 
principles of the revolution— which 
affects anybody showing the least 
sign of nonconformism either in 
his way of life, his religious opin- 
ions, or simply his clothes. 

“A constant danger threatens 
each individual in measures taken 
by the authorities in the name ft 
a pretended socialist morality. 

“It has become impossible for fas 
to work as artists in such a climate 
of threats and incertitude."
